vestigated 250 complaints, rescued and 
remsdied the condition of 90 children, 
surrendered to institutions by court on 
petitions 26 children, placed 22 children 
in institntions temporarily, laid up 10 
horses as unfit for service, prosecuted 5 
persons for cruelty to animals, prose- 
cuted 3 pereohs for cruelty to children, 
killed 14 disabled and abandoned ani- 
mals, removed 12 disabled animals by 
ambulance, reprimand 70 persons and 
teamsters, imposed 8238 in fines, and 
received 8385 from its contributors. 


Royal Autographs at •Washington. 


The great departments of Washington 


have hidden away in their ninety records 
the romances of the greatest men of the 
United States. There is a tradition that 
some very spicy love letters of George 
Washington are hidden away iu the 
state department. Others of the records 
contain references to the troubles which 
existed at the time that Peggy O'Neill, 
the handsome daughter of the Washing- 
ton tavern keeper, married Maj. Eaton, 
Jackson's secretary of war, and set 
Washington society by the ears, and 
still others describe the troubles which 
Alexander Hamilton underwent through 
the persecution of the pretty lira. Bey- 
nolds. By all odds the most interesting 
volumes of love and marriage, however, 
fonnd in these departments are those. 
which contain the letters of kings and 
queens, describing their marriages and 
in glowing terms picturing their grati- 
tude to heaven for the birth of a prince 
or a princess. 


According to the conrt etiquette of 


Europe whenever a son or daughter is 
born to a ruler a letter is sent to the 
state department. Tlicse letters are 
carefully filed. They are bound in great 
morocco covered booka and they consti- 
tute the most valuable autograph collec- 
tion of the United States. In them the 
handwritings of the kings of the earth 
are huddled together and the pong of 
queens and princes lie side by side. 
Many of the pages are bordered with 
black, announcing the death of a ruler, 
but such an announcement ia always ac- 
companied by the proclamation of the 
rise of another to the throne, and the 
old rule, "The king is dead, long live 
the king!" ever holds good.—Washing- 
ton Letter. 


Self Doctoring In Epidemics. 


Self doctoring is ahviys dangerous, 


except for the simplest ailments. Few 
persons nnderstaml the significance of 
their symptoms; the difficulty of doing 
BO is greatly increased by the complex 
nature of most diseases, and the. modifi- 
cation of treatment demanded by indi- 
vidual temperament and hereditary ten- 
dencies. Even if the patient knows whut 
ails him he is not likely to know the 
remedy, tho size and frequency of tho 
dose, nnd the proper regulation of the 
diet in connection with it. 


How profound is the general ignorance 


upon this subject is shown by the enor- 
mous consumption of medicines. Multi- 
tudes of people try one nostrum after 
another in utter blindness. If nil such 
compounds wero thrown into the sea it 
would save every year millions of dollars 
find thousands of lives. 


During the prevalence of a widespread 


epidemic self doctoring becomes pecul- 
iarly perilous. Fear if in the air, and ia 
more contagious than smallpox itself. 
Under its influence men fly to drugs 
either to ward off the dreaded nttack or 
to euro a disease which very likely exists 
only in tho patient's excited imagination. 
Tho irnpnimd condition of the system 
nndor this ill advised dosing invites tho 
very attack which the dosing was in- 
tended to avert.—Youth's Companion.

A WASHINGTON special says: Within u 


a short time the agricultural department 
hopes to make nn interesting experiment, 
probably oa the pUine near the stnte 
line of Colorado and Kansas. In the ag- 
ricultural appropriation bill, which is ex- 
pected to become u law this week, is an 
item appropriating 12,000 for the pur- 
pose of an experiment lu producing rain- 
fall by explosion of dynamite. Thin par- 
agraph was put in the bill by the influ- 
ence of Senator Farwell, who for many 
years has believed that rainfall may be 
induced by the use of explosives. Sec- 
retary liusk thought well of the idea and 
the Senator induced the committee on 
agriculture to make provision for the ex- 
periment. Senator Farwell's notion is 
that about twenty-five ponuda of dynam- 
ite should be exploded at a time a half 
mile or so in the air, the material being 
sent up by means of inexpensive paper 
balloons and exploded by time fuses. 
Senator Farwell and Secretary Husk be- 
lieve a succession of sucli explosions will 
cause rain to fall over a considerable area. 
At least the experiment in their opinion 
is worth making, for if it should succepil 
a cheap nnd effective Ho'ution of the arid 
land problem would have been discov- 
ered. The members of the Bfmate com- 
mittee on Agriculture do not express 
much faith in the tnceess of the under- 
taking.

are provided. 
Building 100x250 feet 


60x200 feet and 50x80 feet are required. 
The capital of the consolidated company 
will be 81,000,000, of which sum 8200,000 
stock will be sold at par value. Mr. 
Freeman suggested that 500 men would 
l)e employed. 


Marshal Mason reported 45 arrests in
